and engendered Rancour and Envy in the 
Room of Peace and brotherly Affection.— 
An Office of Humanity in which I was late- 
ly concerned, hath been ſo cruelly, not to 
call it heatheniſhly miſrepreſented to my 


Prejudice, that 1 were more inſenſible than 
the Beaſts that periſh, could I fit tamely 
under the Spout of Slander, without We 


to juſtify the Uprightneſs of my Intention in 
the Face of God and Man. It having been 
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induſtrioufly whiſpered about, that I was 


aiding and abetting in a Confederacy againſt 


the Peace and Conſcience of my Neighbour 


Habbakkuk Hilding, Juſtice, Chapman and 
Dealer, whereby the Brain of the faid 
Hilding was miſerably diſtempered, ſo as to 
render him incapable of carrying on his 
Trade, or providing for his Wife and nu- 
merous Family; 1, in Juſtice to my own 


* Character, as well as to the Intent that thoſe 


Perſons who were guilty of this baſe and 
enormous Crime, may be properly ſtigma- 


tized and puniſhed, for their Barbarity. — I 


ſay, being moved by theſe Confiderations, 
I will now, with the utmoſt Sincerity and 
Regard to Truth, narrate the Particulars of 


this heinous Trarifaliog: that the Publick 


may ſee whether I have not acted as became 
an honeſt Man, a good. Neighbour, and 
zealous Chriſtian.

= Whim of ſmoaking his Pipe at his. poſterior 
Chimney, of leaking in his favourite Con- 
ſtable's Hat, and one Night at the Club, 
where he always uſed to fabricate our Punch, 
> inſtead of Sugar he diſſolved a large Quan- 
tity of purging Salts. When we complained 
of the Sophiſtication he ſwore that what he 
had done was for the Preſervation of Health, 
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on the Authority of one Dr. Thumpſcull, 


whom he repreſented as the greateſt Phyſi- 


cian upon Earth, who had at length diſco- 
vered the univerſal Catholicon, which was 
no other than Acton - Water impregnated 


with theſe Salts. Sometimes he would ſink 


into a State of profound muſing, during 


which he would neither reply to our Inter- 


rogations, nor drink off his Glaſs, which 
formerly he never uſed to neglect ; but ſhift

without Intermiſſion; then he would, all of

Hours. I muſt obſerve his Conduct 4

1 Penalty of the Law for Defamation; and 


« ſo ſoon as I ſhall be convinced that he is 


« in reality non compos, perform the Duties 
« of my own Conſcience, in warning the 


ec reſt of his Friends and Relations, lo as 
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« that he may be properly reſtrained from 
« doing Miſchief.” Actuated by theſe 


Chriſtian Conſiderations, and none other, 
I redoubled my Viſits to his Houſe, and in 


one of theſe, ſeeing two Perſons enter, with 
very important Countenances, I retired to 
another Apartment on the Suppoſition that 
they were come upon Buſineſs; and when 
they withdrew, returned to the Room they 


Fs left, where I found Mr. Hilding foam- 


at the Mouth with a very particular 


Wildneſs! in his Looks, and other Marks of 
extreme Agitation, which was the more re- 
markable as he had been perfectly ſober and 


ſedate when J quitted the Room. 
I could not help ſuſpecting that this vio-

Contempt of the World, and the Horrors of 
Indigence, from which all his Talents could 


not defend him, *© Have not 1 (ſaid the 


« Remonſtrant) relieved you in your Nes 


« ceſſities, been the Bawd to your Perform- 


« ances; and, in Deſpite of all Decorum, 


| « erected you into a Judge over your Fel- 


„ lows; and now that I am inſulted in 
« publick, do you refuſe to ſtand forth in 
« my Behalf?” DHaboakkuk, irritated by 
theſe Upbraidings, replied in a furious Accent,

e am not 1 the Perſon who, in Defiance to

© as a mighty Orator, profound Stateſman, 


% immenſe Scholar, Critick and Wit? Have 
{© I not even proſtituted my own eee 
and Character ſo far as to celebrate you for 


s theſe Talents in the Works 1 have pub- 
=. liſhed ?| Have not I played the Part of 
e your Zany or, Jack-Pudding in weekly 


« Lucubrations againſt the Jacobites, untir 
12 the moſt zealous Whig was ſick of my 
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Buffoonery, and fotally difearded me and 


mine Aſs? I have not only buttered you, 
Sir Gofling, but by G—d, I have de- 


ſcended ſo low as to write Panegyrick 


upon the moſt contemptible of thoſe 
who had ſcribbled in your Praiſe ; and 
what is my Recompenſe for all this Sa- 
crifice? Why truly, you have put me

tigue, continual Apprehenſion, and un- 


Fe Drubbings annexed to the 


Employment of a Bawdy-houſe Bully, 
which I exerciſed for the Space of two 


whole Years : hath not the Horſe-laugh 


of the Public been turned againſt me, by 


_ almoſt every Perſon whom I have attemp- 


ted to ridicule ? witneſs that facetious Raſ- 
cal who even diſputed my Exiſtence, and 
actually proved me defunct, while his 
Cuſtomers were treated with Tea at my 
Expence. With what Face then can [ 
take the Field againſt Antagoniſts whom 


you in your Conſcience Ln and have 


often owned to be Soldiers of Courage and 


Proof, and who knew perfect well!
